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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-7, drawn to a method of enhancing glucan-mediated stem cell 
proliferation after injury via the complement system pathway, comprising administering 
to an individual a therapeutically effective orally bioavailable amount of whole glucan 
particles, wherein the glucan activates and enhances committed stem cell proliferation 
via the complement pathway. 

Group II, claim 8, drawn to a method of treating injury by delivering an agent and whole 
glucan particles to the site of injury and enhancing committed stem cell proliferation, 
comprising administering to an individual with an injury an agent and whole glucan 
particles, wherein the whole glucan particles enhance glucan-mediated committed stem 
cell proliferation and the agent enhances injury recovery. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
feature is not novel. The special technical feature in groups I and II is the administration 
of whole glucan particles. As evidenced by Jamas et al. (US 4,962,094), administration 
of whole glucan both orally and through a feeding tube was known at the time of the 
claimed invention (see e.g. claims 1-3). This reads on the instantly claimed method of 
oral administration because the instant claims to not limit how long after an injury the 
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administration needs to occur and do not specify what the injury may be. Therefore the 
therapeutic administration of glucan taught by Jamas et al. reads on the instantly 
claimed method. Please note that the activation of stem cell proliferation would be an 
inherent effect which would result from the administration method disclosed by Jamas et 
al. 

Claim 4 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement between the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 4 . Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier.
